Of course, it ia known to 
everyone that all persons of European 


birth and extraction are finble to and do } se! 


puffer more or Jess when they aro obliged 
to live continuoualy under conditions of 
tomperature and environment which are to 
them unnatural --conditins of life such as 
ara to be found in all tropical countries, 
and which aro at all times trying to those 
who are forced to live in the lower lovels of 
tropical places. But that incunvenionce 
and that danger which exist everywhere ate 
accentuated in this island of Hongkong by 
the necessity which arises from tho restrict: 
od ares which compels the dense population 
to live together closely crowded. It is un- 
desirable aa far as L can seo that the lower 
levels should be under thi unenviable ne- 
cessity, which ix duo to the fact of the 
restricted aroa in which thousands have to 
live where there is only room for hundreds. 
Naw thie fact is duo to this other fact that 
the continued influx into Hongkong is 
simply enorinous, attracted horo aa they are 
by the fact that they possess security te life 
aud property to & greater extent than 
they ca obtain elsowhero in tho East. 
Wall, Sir, we welconto all the Chinese who 
like to come here, and put no limit upon 
thoit numbers. Hut it is not possible to 
reserve within the area that is below the 
line which is ordinarily known as the 70 
feet contour that limit within which the 
conditigns of healthy Yife can be found asa 
rule, "Wo want us many people te come 
here and live and trade and promote the 
prosperity of themselves ond the country 
‘as choose td come. We, st tho samo time, 
wish and everyone, T think, in this honaur- 
able council, or outside of it, wishes to 
preserve as great An area as posvible 
suitable of boing inhabited withgut that 
close crowding which in all countries is 
detrimental, but ospecially #0 in tropical 
countries, a8 this one is, Thie crowding 
goes on every day, and will coutinue to go 
cn, Tho vast maj rity of the peo Je who 
come here—of Chinese peopla, at all evencs 
have never lived on the upper levola— 
tho levels ab ove the 700 feot contour-- 
and therefore tho Government js casting 
about for an area that is desirable’ and 
necessary for A reservation area have 
determined upon fixing on o locality which 
has uover hitherto been occupied by 
Chinese. Therefore, we propose by this 
Bill to regorve an area within the Peak 
limit which will be free from the specula- 
tive builder, because 39 tho prossuro 
goes on from year to yoar it may come to 
pass that houses that have not so far 
existed there— tenement huures—may in 
future find their way lo tac Peuk. It may 
be more convenient for the speculutor in 
building and_ letting liouses, instead of

Hon, Mr Pollock-Your Excellency, I 
have vory much pleasure now in supporting 
thie Bill, and pothaps as I waa one of the 
tlemen who were approached in connec- 
tion'with the drafting of the potition from 
owners of property at the Peak, upon 
which the present Bill is founded, I may 
atate, Sir, that there was no intention nt 
all on the part of tha movers of introduc: 
ing anything in the way of class log-sla- 
tion against the Chineso. The grounds 
upon which we moved wore simply and 
solely the question of the public hoalth. 
We recognised, 28 the hon. and learned 
Attorney General has pointed out, that it 
was imperative in this Colony, under the 
tropieal and somewhat unnatural conditions’ 
in which we live horo, that there 
should be some reservation on the higher 
levels for Kuropeans and their’ wives and 
families.. I think, Sir. that thoso mem- 
bers of this Council who bavo been here 
like myself during the past 18 or 17 years 
will realiso how much the Peak hus heen 
developed since the wamway wont up 
there. You, sir, will eo doubt remember 
that bofore the Peak Tramway was opened 
which wna as long ago n8 May, 1888— 
there wero uly s vury fow houses up at. 
tho Poak, and apart from thu fow at Maya- 
namo Gap which were lived in all the year 
round, those few who. lived on what wo 
muy call the Peak proper never lived there 
excupt in the summer, but came down in 
the winter. Since the trim bas come all 
that has boon altered, Thers has hoon what 
may be termed a regular rush of nou- 
Chinese up to tho Poak until at the pre- 
sent day, a9 it is well known, tho nites 
which are available for fresh houses to be 
built at the Poak. especially in view of tho 
land which has very properly been re- 
served, is very limited indeed. Therefore 
1 think the hon. and learned Attorney 
Goneral might have spoken oven more 
strongly than he did, for not merely is it 
undesirable that thore should be any rush 
up to the Pork, but one may seo that in the 
course af a few yeara’ timo it would be o 
very difficult thing indeed for Buropeans at 
the Peak to obtain any fresh sites. Ast 
have said, there haa beca at regular rush of 
Europeans up to the Pesk. What is 
the case with regard to tho Chineso? 
Although the tram was opened some 16 
years ago we find pow that not « single 
Chinaman except the class of domestic 
servants, ote., oxempted under this Bill is 
living at the Peak. That is a very good 

‘of indeed that the Chineso gentlemen 
‘ave near felt during tho last 16 years any 
desire to live up at tho Peak. Therefore, 
Sir, 1 think it is quite clear th-t there will 
bo no hardship at all in enacting such o 
measure as thie, and {think it is absolutely 
imperative in tho interests af those whe 
suffer from the hot climate that they should 
have this sanatorium to go to, and thore- 
foro I have vory much pleasure in aupport- 
ing this Bill.
